.'rude of concrete road seem s to l*e 
limited only by the character of the 
mixture forming the concrete, the abil­ 
ity of the w et concrete to stay In place 
until it hardens and the nature of the 
traffic on the road. 
H e reports that 
*ven on steep grades the use of coarse 
sand in tin* concrete prevents the sur­ 
face from being slippery, and he advo­ 
cates brooming the wet concrete so 
that th*? very minute particles whieh 
make the surface smooth will be dis­ 
lodged before tile m ass hardens. 
As a 
mutter of fart, concrete pavem ent! 
have been laid in a number *»f cities on 
-dopes steeper than those of she New 
York high ways. 
Dale [dace in Little 
Falls, N. Y , has a pavement of this 
kind on an is per cent grade, as has 
Twenty-second street in Kansas City, 
Mo. 
'l'lic pavement on Baxter street, 
Los Angeles. Uni., is on a grade of 20 
per cent /md holds the record at present.

The regulations also provide for ex ­ 
haustive exam ination of the circum­ 
stances In each case and for an Inves­ 
tigation thut removes every possibility 
of fraud. 
Affidavits from w itnesses 
are required, aud the system safeguard­ 
ing the distinction is hislged about 
with Innumerable restrictions.

At the level of the sea the pressure 
of the atmosphere on the piston of an 
engine is about fifteen pounds to the 
square Inch, but decreases at higher a1 
titudes. 
As this atmospheric pressure 
must he overcome by the steam pres 
sure before any work can be done, it Is 
evident that at the diminished air pres­ 
sure of high altitudes more work eau 
he obtained from a given pressure of 
steam than at the sea level, or. in other 
words, an equally effective pressure of 
steam can be obtained with the expend.
